LOCAL LAW BEING

Tho draft of an Ordinance to 
amend further the Printers and 
Publishers Ordinance, 1927, has

The definition of newspaper. in 
‘section 2 of the principal Ordin- 
ance Hmiting {t to periodicals 
which are printed or published {n 
the Colony at intervals not ex- 
ceeding one month has proved too 
restrictive. Theo amended defni- 
tion substitues “three months” 
for “one month.” 

Soctlon 4A. (1) of the principal 
Ordinance of 1927, a8 enncted by 
the amending Ordinance of 1930 
provided that the deposits with 
the Registrar should bear interest 
at the rate of four per cent. per 
annum while under the control of 
tho Registrar. As this is a rate 
in excess of any that can be ob- 
tained by the Registrar at tho pre- 
sent time the amendment provides 
that the interest shall be at the 
like rate as shall for the time be- 
ing be allowed by the ‘Trensurer 
in respect of sums deposited with 
him bearing interest. This amend- 
ment brings the provision into linc 
with the rate provided for in ecc- 
tion 7 of Ordinance No. 5 of 1929.

In his message to Congresa 
explaining the reason for exercis 
Ing hig power of veto, President 
Hoover points to’ the “chnotic 
situation” In the Far East and to 
‘the “immense neighbouring popu- 
lations,” near the Philippine 
Islands. - 

He suggests that there show 
be no-immediate curtailment of 
American authority, declaring: 

“In my view we must undertake 
further steps towards the libera- 
tion of the Philippines, but they

to he taxen from fifteen to twenty 
years henee,.”—Reuter. .
